OF THE 247.439 new books 
that were processed, cata­ 
loged, and dispatched to the 
County Library's various com­ 
munity libraries the greatest 
number, 110.728 went into the

collection of adult non-fiction. 
The second greatest number. 
50.970, were new storybooks 
for the children's section, and 
the third greatest number, 
50.06ti. were juvenile non-fic­ 
tion books 

The atlult fietion collection 
was enriched by 49,341 new 
novels, and the reference col­ 
lection by 6.H51 new publica­ 
tions. Another important cate­ 
gory in the total book purchase 
was 5.351 year books and an­

nuals. Including almanacs, re­ 
ports of government agencies 
and of business and the yearly 
accretions of information is­ 
sued by encyclopedia publish­ 
ing firms. 

The 247,439 new books are 
multiple copies of B.874 new 
titles. The 1963 addition of the 
book collection created a net 
gain of 195.369 volumes, and 
6.368 titles.

THE REASON the net gain

is smaller than the total addl- 1 
lions. (Seller explained, is that 
the collection is constantly 
kept up to date by removal of 
out of date materials. To illus­ 
trate, he said that scientific 
and technological information 
is moving ahead at such a 
rapid pace that the collection 
is constantly heing updated.
